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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-8, 13, 14 and 16 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 
5, 9-12 and 15, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being 
rejoined. Claims 5, 9-12 and 15 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 
37 CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on March 18, 2004 (first 
requirement) and June 17, 2004 (final requirement) is hereby withdrawn. 

Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-8, 13, 14 and 16 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph is 
withdrawn, since the question marks have been removed from the formula (I).
